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expanded irS free-file system one step 
closer in Dems’ bill

By FaTiMa huSSeiN 
associated Press 
WaShiNGTON (aP) — The 
flagship climate change 
and health care bill passed 
by Democrats and soon 
to be signed by President 
Joe Biden will bring U.S. tax- 
payers one step closer to 
a 
government-operated 
electronic free-file tax re- 


turn system. It’s something 
lawmakers and advocates 
have been seeking for 
years. For many Americans, 
it’s frustrating that beyond 
having to pay sometimes 
hefty tax bills, they also 
have to shell out additional 
money for tax preparation 
programs or preparers be- 
cause of an increasingly 


complex U.S. tax system. 
“It’s definitely something 
we should do, and when 
the IRS is adequately re- 
sourced, it’s something that 
will happen,” said Treasury 
Secretary Janet Yellen at a 
June Senate Finance Com- 
mittee hearing.

And now that the IRS is set 
to receive nearly $80 bil- 
lion through the so-called 
“Inflation Reduction Act,” 
the agency has the means 
to develop new systems 
to help Americans pay 
their taxes. The legislation 
passed Congress on Friday. 
Several hurdles stand in the 
way. Even in a best-case 
scenario, it will likely take 
years to get a new, free 


system up and running. 
There’s also pushback from 
commercial tax prepara- 
tion 
companies, 
which 
question whether Ameri- 
cans want the IRS to pre- 
pare their taxes. 
Perhaps this biggest hurdle 
is an agreement between 
the IRS and some commer- 
cial tax preparation com- 
panies, known as the Free 
File Alliance, which pre- 
vents the federal agency 
from creating its own free 


tax return filing system. In 
short, the IRS agreed not 
create its own filing system 
if companies would instead 
provide free services to tax- 
payers making $73,000 or 
less. 
This program, though, has 
been marred with con- 
troversy, with commercial 
firms misrepresenting their 
services and low taxpayer 
participation rates. 
The Government Account- 
ability Office in April re- 


ported that while 70% of 
taxpayers 
were 
eligible 
for services through the 
Free File Alliance, only 3% 
of taxpayers actually use 
the service. The watchdog 
recommended the IRS find 
new free filing options be- 
fore the Alliance expires in 
October 2023. 
With the funding in the bill, 
the IRS has an opportunity 
to create a new system. 
Included is a provision that 
allots $15 million to the IRS 
to make plans for a free di- 
rect e-file tax return system. 
Those plans would have to 
be developed within nine 
months and would include 
cost estimates for creating 
and administering a sys- 
tem. They would also re- 
quire public input. 
There are also legislative 
attempts to move this ef- 
fort along. 
Sen. Elizabeth Warren, D- 
Mass., in July resubmitted a 
bill called the Tax Filing Sim- 
plification Act that would 
require the IRS to create 
its own free online tax filing 
service and move away 
from its partnership with pri- 
vate online tax preparation 
companies. 
“I’ve been pushing for a 
free tax filing system for 
years, and now the IRS is on 
the verge of having signifi- 
cant funding to modernize 
its IT systems, which means 
it’s time to develop simpli- 
fied filing tools laid out in 
my Tax Filing Simplification 
Act,” Warren told The Asso- 
ciated Press. 
“Americans 
spend 
too 
much time and money to 
file their taxes, and the IRS 
should adopt these pro- 
posals to help millions of 
Americans file taxes and 
claim refunds.” 
At her Finance Committee 
appearance, Yellen called 
for a new system. 
“There’s no reason in the 
world that a modern econ- 
omy shouldn’t have a sys- 


tem that makes it easy for 
such a large group of tax- 
payers to file their returns,” 
she said. 
Vanessa Williamson, a se- 
nior fellow at the Urban- 
Brookings Tax Policy Cen- 
ter, said “if the IRS moves 
forward with a free prod- 
uct, it could save lower- 
income families the money 
they used to give to H&R 
Block or TurboTax.” 
“Tax prep companies are 
notorious for tricking tax fil- 
ers into paying for services 
they should be getting 
for free,” Williamson said, 
“so an IRS free file service 
would be a very welcome 
step that would save Amer- 
icans money.” 
In 2019, ProPublica wrote 
about Intuit’s TurboTax and 
H&R Block Inc.’s efforts to 
mislead taxpayers away 
from the federally support- 
ed free services for which 
they qualified. And in May, 
New York Attorney General 
Letitia James secured a 
$141 million settlement with 
Mountain View, California- 
based Intuit Inc., which 
had to pay restitution to 
some taxpayers. 
Intuit withdrew from the 
Alliance in July 2021, stat- 
ing in a blog post that the 
company could provide its 
benefits without the Free 
File Alliance’s limitations. 
H&R Block withdrew from 
the partnership in 2020. 
“Most 
Americans 
don’t 
want the tax collector to 
also serve as the tax pre- 
parer,” said Derrick L. Plum- 
mer, a spokesman for Intuit. 
“The IRS already has a core 
mission that it needs to fo- 
cus on, and creating a new 
system would cost billions 
of taxpayer dollars and 
jeopardize 
the 
financial 
freedom of millions more,” 
he said. 
A spokesperson for H&R 
Block did not respond to an 
Associated Press request 
for comment.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
man drove his car into a 
barricade near the U.S. 
Capitol early Sunday and 
then began firing gunshots 
in the air before fatally 
shooting himself, according 
to police, who said he did 
not seem to be targeting 
any member of Congress. 
The incident happened just 
before 4 a.m. at a vehicle 
barricade set at East Capi- 
tol Street NE and 2nd Street 
SE in Washington. 
It comes at a time when law 
enforcement 
authorities 
across the country are fac- 
ing an increasing number 
of threats and federal of- 
ficials have warned about 
the potential of violent at- 
tacks on government build- 
ings in the days since the 
FBI’s search of former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s Mar- 
a-Lago estate in Florida. 


The attack is reminiscent of 
an incident when a man 
drove a vehicle into two 
Capitol Police officers at 
a checkpoint in April 2021, 
killing an 18-year veteran 
of the force. And many on 
Capitol Hill remain on edge 
after 
supporters 
of 
the 
then-president stormed the 
Capitol on Jan. 6, 2021. 
Authorities said the man, 


identified as Richard A. York 
III, 29, of Delaware, crashed 
into the barricade and that 
as he was getting out of 
the car, the vehicle be- 
came engulfed in flames. 
The man then opened fire, 
firing several shots into the 
air as police approached. 
Capitol Police said the man 
shot himself as the officers 
neared. He was later pro- 


nounced dead. Capitol Po- 
lice Chief Tom Manger said 
officers did not hear the 
man say anything before 
he opened fire “indiscrimi- 
nately” in the street with a 
handgun and walked to- 
ward the Capitol building. 
Authorities are investigat- 
ing whether the man may 
have set his car on fire, the 
chief said, because the 


collision did not appear 
to cause the blaze. Police 
officers at the scene saw 
the man fatally shoot him- 
self as they approached, 
Manger said. The chief 
said investigators located 
addresses for the man in 
Delaware and Pennsylva- 
nia and learned he had a 
criminal history in the past 
decade, though his motive 
remained unclear and he 
had no links to the Capitol., 
“We don’t have any infor- 
mation that would indicate 
his motivation at this point,” 
Manger said. 
Police said “it does not ap- 
pear the man was targeting 
any member of Congress” 
and that investigators are 
examining the man’s back- 
ground as they work to try 
to discern a motive. Both 
the House and Senate are 
in recess and very few staff 
members work in the Capi- 
tol complex at that hour. q 


PHOENIX (AP) — It’s been 
80 years since the first Na- 
vajo Code Talkers joined 
the Marines, transmitting 
messages using a code 
based on their then-un- 
written native language 
to 
confound 
Japanese 
military cryptologists during 
World War II — and Thomas 
H. Begay, one of the last liv- 
ing members of the group, 
still remembers the struggle. 
“It was the hardest thing to 
learn,” the 98-year-old Be- 
gay said Sunday at a Phoe- 
nix ceremony marking the 
anniversary. “But we were 
able to develop a code 
that couldn’t be broken by 


the enemy of the United 
States of America.” 
Hundreds of Navajos were 
recruited by the U.S. Ma- 
rines to serve as Code Talk- 
ers during the war. Begay is 
one of three who is still alive 
to talk about it. 
The Code Talkers partici- 
pated in all assaults the 
Marines led in the Pacific 
from 1942 to 1945 includ- 
ing Guadalcanal, Tarawa, 
Peleliu and Iwo Jima. 
They sent thousands of 
messages without error on 
Japanese 
troop 
move- 
ments, battlefield tactics 
and other communications 
crucial to the war’s ultimate 


outcome. President Ronald 
Reagan established Nava- 
jo Code Talkers Day in 1982 
and the Aug. 14 holiday 
honors all the tribes associ- 
ated with the war effort. 
It’s also an Arizona state 
holiday and Navajo Nation 
holiday on the vast reserva- 
tion that occupies portions 
of 
northeastern 
Arizona, 
northwestern New Mexico 
and southeastern Utah. 
Begay and his family came 
from Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, to Phoenix for Sun- 
day’s event at the Wesley 
Bolin Plaza where a Na- 
vajo Code Talker statue is 
displayed.q

Police: Man killed himself after ramming U.S. Capitol barrier

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SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 
loud “boom” heard across 
areas of northern Utah was 
likely a meteor, officials 


said Saturday. Reports of 
the loud noise circulated at 
about 8:30 a.m., with peo- 
ple from Orem to southern 
Idaho posting that they 
heard the “boom,” The Salt 
Lake Tribune reported. 
Utah Gov. Spencer Cox 
tweeted that his office con- 
firmed it was not related to 
any seismic activity or mili- 
tary installations. 
The National Weather Ser- 
vice’s Salt Lake City office 
wrote in a tweet that its 
lightning detection map- 


per likely picked up the 
meteor’s trail flash, which 
officials said seemed to be 
confirmed by witness video 
in Roy. 
South Salt Lake resident 
Wendi Melling was just 
heading out the door Sat- 
urday morning when she 
heard the noise, which she 
described as a “loud deep 
booming sound” followed 
by a few seconds of rum- 
bling. 
“I thought I heard some- 
thing fall in the house. I have 


since searched the house 
top to bottom and the only 
thing I’ve found was one 
slat from our wooden fence 
that had fallen, so that’s a 
relief,” Melling wrote in a 
Facebook message. 
“It did sound similar to sonic 
booms I’ve heard before, 
followed by a short inci- 
dent of a sound similar to 
low rolling thunder,” Mel- 
ling continued. “This rum- 
bling noise that followed 
the boom was maybe on 
3-4 seconds.”q

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — As 
part of an effort to keep 
illegal drugs and other 
contraband out of state 
prisons, New York is taking 
away one of the few plea- 
sures of life behind bars: It 
will no longer let people 
send inmates care pack- 
ages from home. 
Under 
the 
new 
policy, 
which the state began 
phasing 
in 
last 
month, 
friends and family aren’t al- 
lowed to deliver packages 
in person during prison visits. 
They also won’t be allowed 
to mail boxes of goodies 
unless those come directly 
from third-party vendors. 
While the rule won’t stop 
prisoners from getting items 
that can be ordered on- 
line, like a Snickers bar or a 
bag of Doritos, they will lose 
access to foods like home- 
cooked meals or grand- 
ma’s cookies. 
That’s a letdown for people 
like Caroline Hansen, who 
for 10 years hand-deliv- 
ered packages filled with 
fresh vegetables, fruits, and 
meats to her husband, who 
is serving a life sentence. 
“When I first started bring- 
ing him packages, he said 
he loved avocados. He 
hadn’t had them in about 
20 years,” said Hansen, a 
single mother of two who 
works as a waitress in Long 
Island. 
“What breaks my heart 
is, I take for granted hav- 
ing a banana with my yo- 
gurt. Imagine never being 


able to eat a banana?” 
she 
added, 
saying 
her 
husband’s prison cafete- 
ria serves bananas once a 
month, at most. 
New York had been one of 
the few states in the nation 
that still allowed families to 
send packages to inmates 
from home. The rule is al- 
ready in effect in a majority 
of state prisons. 
Starting this month, the 
state prison system is also 
testing a program where in- 
mates will be blocked from 
getting most letters sent on 
paper. Instead, incoming 
letters will be scanned by 
computer, and prisoners 
will get copies. 
The change is being made 
to try and head off a trend 
of people soaking letters in 


drugs to smuggle them past 
authorities. Multiple states 
including Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Nebraska and 
Pennsylvania, already pho- 
tocopy incoming mail to 
prevent drugs from being 
delivered to inmates. The 
federal Bureau of Prisons 
began a similar practice in 
2019. 
New 
York’s 
Department 
of Corrections and Com- 
munity Supervision said in 
a statement that the two 
new policies are necessary 
to stop contraband. 
Contraband 
has 
been 
smuggled into prisons in 
a number of ways: books 
laced with heroin, weap- 
ons 
and 
unauthorized 
electronics 
like 
phones 
hidden in packages, and 


letter mail soaked in drugs 
like methamphetamine or 
a synthetic cannabinoid, 
also known as K2.When 
packages are received by 
a prison, officers remove 
the items from the box to 
inspect the items visually or 
through an X-ray machine. 
If there is reason for suspi- 
cion, officers are allowed 
to open sealed packages 
for further inspection. 
Those 
checks, 
though, 
aren’t perfect, and au- 
thorities believe items slip 
through. 
Critics of the package ban 
questioned 
its 
effective- 
ness, noting that prohib- 
ited items are sometimes 
brought in by corrupt prison 
staff. 
California stopped allowing 


people to send packages 
directly to inmates in 2003. 
Instead, inmates and fami- 
lies can order items through 
an approved vendor list 
provided by the state. In 
Florida, families also aren’t 
allowed to send packages 
from home. 
Prisoner 
advocates 
and 
families of inmates say the 
package policy is too re- 
strictive — and an added 
financial burden. 
Wanda Bertram, a com- 
munications strategist at 
the Prison Policy Initiative, 
called prison food a “nutri- 
tional nightmare,” and said 
some incarcerated people 
rely on care packages to 
keep a healthy diet. 
Before his release from Sing 
Sing 
Correctional 
Facil- 
ity in New York, former pris- 
oner Wilfredo Laracuente 
said he was able to order 
a 35-pound (16-kilogram) 
package for himself con- 
taining packaged cakes, 
cookies, 
chips, 
soaps, 
shampoo, and some toilet- 
ries.It cost $230 — the kind 
of money most prisoners 
don’t have. 
“This is going to be the be- 
ginning of the end, where 
they stop everything under 
the guise of security and 
contraband,” said Laracu- 
ente, who served two de- 
cades in prison for murder 
and now facilitates work- 
shops that help recently re- 
leased inmates reintegrate 
into society. “What they’re 
doing is removing the hu- 
man 
component 
that’s 
very vital and necessary for 
the reentry process.”q

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mex- 
ico’s president has begun 
exploring plans to sidestep 
congress to hand formal 
control of the National 
Guard to the army, a move 
that could extend the mili- 
tary’s control over policing 
in a country with high levels 
of violence. 
That has raised concerns 
because President Andrés 
Manuel 
López 
Obrador 
won approval for creating 
the force in 2019 by pledg- 
ing in the constitution that 
it would be under nominal 
civilian control and that 
the army would be off the 
streets by 2024. 
Neither the National Guard 
nor the military have been 
able to lower the insecurity 
in the country, however. 
This past week, drug cartels 
staged widespread arson 
and shooting attacks, terri- 
fying civilians in three main 
northwest cities in a bold 
challenge to the state. On 
Saturday, authorities sent 
300 army special forces 
and 50 National Guard 
members to the border city 
of Tijuana. 
Still, López Obrador wants 
to keep soldiers involved in 
policing, and remove civil- 
ian control over the Na- 
tional Guard, whose offi- 
cers and commanders are 
mostly soldiers, with military 
training and pay grades. 
But the president no longer 
has the votes in congress 
to amend the constitution 
and has suggested he may 
try to do it as a regulatory 
change with a simple ma- 
jority in congress or by an 
executive order and see if 
the courts will uphold that. 
López Obrador warned Fri- 
day against politicizing the 
issue, saying the military is 
needed to fight Mexico’s 
violent drug cartels. But 
then he immediately politi- 
cized it himself. 
“A 
constitutional 
reform 
would be ideal, but we 
have to look for ways, be- 
cause they (the opposi- 
tion) instead of helping us, 
are blocking us, there is an 
intent to prevent us from 
doing 
anything,” 
López 
Obrador said. 
The two main opposition 
parties also had a different 


positions when they were in 
power. They supported the 
army in public safety roles 
during their respective ad- 
ministrations beginning in 
2006 and 2012. 
When López Obrador was 
running for president, he 
called for taking the army 
off the streets. But being in 
power — and seeing homi- 
cides running at their high- 
est sustained levels ever 
— apparently changed his 
mind. He has relied heav- 
ily on the military not just 
for crime-fighting. He sees 
the army and navy as 
heroic, patriotic and less 
corruptible, and has en- 
trusted them with building 
major infrastructure proj- 
ects, running airports and 
trains, stopping migrants 
and overseeing customs 
at seaports. Mexico’s army 
has been deeply involved 
in policing since the start 
of the 2006 drug war. But 
its presence was always 
understood as temporary, 
a stop-gap until Mexico 
could build trustworthy po- 
lice forces. López Obrador 
appears to have aban- 
doned that plan, instead 
making the military and 
quasi-military force like the 
National Guard the main 
solution. “Their mandate 
has to be prolonged,” he 
said. “I think the best thing 
is for the National Guard 
to be a branch of the De- 
fense Department to give it 
stability over time and pre- 
vent it from being corrupt- 
ed,” he said. He also wants 
the army and the navy to 
help in public safety roles 
beyond 2024, the current

dateline established in a 
2020 executive order. 
The force has grown to 
115,000, but almost 80% of 
its personnel were drawn 
from the ranks of the mili- 
tary. The United Nations 
and human rights groups 
have long expressed res- 
ervations 
about 
having 
the military do police work. 
and 
Mexico’s 
Supreme 
Court has yet to decide 
on several appeals against 
what critics say are uncon- 
stitutional tasks given to the 


National Guard. The U.N. 
Human Rights High Com- 
missioner’s office said last 
week that militarizing civil 
institutions, such as polic- 
ing, weakens democracy. 
Soldiers aren’t trained for 
that, the military by nature 
isn’t very open to scrutiny, 
it has been implicated in 
human rights abuses, and 
the presence of troops 
hasn’t resolved the press- 
ing question of how to re- 
form police, prosecutors 
and courts. While López 
Obrador 
claims 
human 
rights abuses are no longer 
tolerated, the governmen- 
tal National Human Rights 
Commission has received 
more than a thousand 
complaints alleging abus- 
es by the National Guard. 
The agency has issued five 
recommendations in cases 
where there was evidence 
of excessive use of force, 
torture or abuse of mi- 
grants. “The problem with 
using the military in civilian 
roles is that we don’t have 
any control of what goes 
on inside” the forces, said 
Ana Lorena Delgadillo, di- 
rector of the civic group 
Foundation For Justice.q

CAIRO (AP) — A fire ripped 
through a packed Coptic 
Orthodox church during 
morning services in Egypt’s 
capital on Sunday, quickly 
filling it with thick black 
smoke and killing 41 wor- 
shippers, including at least 
15 children. 
Several trapped congre- 
gants jumped from upper 
floors of the Martyr Abu Se- 
fein church to try to escape 
the intense flames, witness- 
es said. “Suffocation, suffo- 
cation, all of them dead,” 
said a distraught witness, 
who only gave a partial 
name, Abu Bishoy. 
Sixteen people were in- 
jured, including four police- 
men involved in the rescue 
effort. 
The cause of the blaze at 
the church in the working- 
class neighborhood of Im- 
baba was not immediately 
known. An initial investiga- 
tion pointed to an electri- 
cal short-circuit, according 
to a police statement. 
Weeping families waited 
outside for word about 
relatives who were inside 
the church and at nearby 
hospitals where the victims 
were taken. Footage from 
the scene circulated online 
showed burned furniture, 
including wooden tables 
and 
chairs. 
Firefighters 
were seen putting out the 
blaze while others carried 
victims to ambulances. 
Witnesses said there were 
many children inside the 
four-story building, which 
had two day care facilities. 
“There are children, we 


didn’t know how to get to 
them,” said Abu Bishoy. 
“And we don’t know whose 
son this is, or whose daugh- 
ter that is. Is this possible?” 
A total of 15 children were 
killed in the fire, according 
to Copts United, a news 
website focusing on Chris- 
tian news. 
A list of victims obtained by 
The Associated Press said 
20 bodies, including 10 chil- 
dren, were taken to the Im- 
baba public hospital. Three 
were siblings, twins aged 
5 and a 3-year-old, it said. 
The church bishop, Ab- 
dul Masih Bakhit, was also 
among the dead at the 
hospital morgue. 
Twenty-one bodies were 
taken to other hospitals. 
Mousa Ibrahim, a spokes- 
man for the Coptic Ortho- 
dox Church, told the AP 
that 5-year-old triplets, their 


mother, grandmother and 
an aunt were among those 
killed. 
Witness Emad Hanna said 
a church worker managed 
to get some children out of 
the church day care facili- 
ties. 
“We went upstairs and 
found people dead. And 
we started to see from out- 
side that the smoke was 
getting bigger, and people 
want to jump from the up- 
per floor,” Hanna said. 
“We found the children,” 
some dead, some alive, he 
added. 
The country’s health minis- 
ter blamed the smoke and 
a stampede as people at- 
tempted to flee the fire 
for causing the fatalities. 
It was one of the worst fire 
tragedies in Egypt in recent 
years. 
The church is located in a 


narrow street in one of the 
most densely populated 
neighborhoods in Cairo. 
Sunday is the first working 
day of the week, and traf- 
fic jams clog the streets in 
Imbama and surrounding 
areas in the morning. 
Some 
relatives 
criticized 
what they said were delays 
in the arrival of ambulanc- 
es and firefighters. “They 
came after people died. … 
They came after the church 
burned 
down,” 
shouted 
one woman standing out- 
side the smoldering church. 
Health Minister Khaled Ab- 
del-Ghafar countered that 
the first ambulance arrived 
at the site two minutes after 
the fire was reported. 
Fifteen firefighting vehicles 
were dispatched to the 
scene to put out the flames 
while ambulances ferried 
casualties to nearby hospi- 


tals, officials said. 
President Abdel Fattah el- 
Sissi spoke by phone with 
Coptic 
Christian 
Pope 
Tawadros II to offer his con- 
dolences, the president’s 
office said. Sheikh Ahmed 
al-Tayeb, Al-Azhar’s Grand 
Imam, also offered condo- 
lences to the head of the 
Coptic church. 
Abdel-Ghafar, the health 
minister, said in a statement 
that two of the injured were 
discharged from a hospital 
while the others were still 
being treated. 
The Interior Ministry said it 
received a report of the fire 
at 9 a.m. local time, and 
first responders found that 
the blaze had broken out 
in an air conditioner on the 
building’s second floor. 
The ministry, which over- 
sees police and firefighters, 
blamed an electrical short- 
circuit for the fire, which 
produced huge amounts 
of smoke.

Sunday 
afternoon, 
emergency services said 
they managed to put out 
the blaze and the prime 
minister and other senior

rived to inspect the site. 
Premier Mustafa Madbouly 
said surviving victims and 
families of the dead would 
receive payments as com- 
pensation and that the 
government would rebuild 
the church.q 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 
Germany’s 
environment 


minister said the mass die- 
off of fish in the Oder River is 
an ecological catastrophe 
and it isn’t clear yet how 
long it will take the river to 
recover. 
Steffi Lemke spoke Sun- 
day at a news conference 
alongside her Polish coun- 
terpart, Anna Moskwa, af- 
ter a meeting in Szczecin, 
a Polish city on the Oder 
River. 
The Oder runs from Czechia 


to the border between Po- 
land and Germany before 
flowing into the Baltic Sea. 
Ten tons of dead fish were 
removed from it last week, 
but Mokswa said the cause 
of the mass die-off still has 
not yet been determined. 
“So far, at least 150 sam- 
ples of water from the Oder 
River have been tested. 
None of the studies have 
confirmed the presence 
of toxic substances. At the 


same time, we are testing 
fish. No mercury or other 
heavy metals have been 
found in them,” she said. 
She said some Oder water 
samples were being sent to 
foreign laboratories to be 
tested for about 300 sub- 
stances. 
Both ministers said they 
were focused now on do- 
ing what they can to limit 
the damage to the river’s 
ecosystem.q

80 percent on the maritime sector. 
This contributes around 400 billion 
dollars to the world economy. 
Aruba needs to have a bigger 
stake in this total, and this is 
the vision of Aruban minister of 
Transport, Nature, Integrity and 
Older Adults Affairs, Ursell Arends, 
for the maritime sector. 
Since last year, according to a 
press release, the government 
has taken various steps in order to 
push Aruba into having a larger 
presence in this sector. 


During 
the 
last 
months, 
the 
foundation for a stronger maritime 
sector began taking shape. In 
the first stage, contact needed 
to be established with various 
big 
international 
organizations 
which are active in the sector. 
Thus contact was expanded with 
organizations of the American 
government and the government 
of 
the 
Netherlands. 
A 
good 


basis was established for the 
cooperation that is needed in 
order to achieve expansion of the 
presence of Aruba in the maritime 
sector. 


In this context, on the 10th of 
August 2022, a delegation of the 
private sector of the Netherlands 
was welcomed, in the form of 
a society representing the ship 
owners in the Netherlands, which is 
KVNR – Koninklijke Vereninging van 
Nederlandse Reders. Participating 
for the KVNR was their managing 
director, Mrs. Annet Koster, and 
jurist of KVNR, Mr. Lodewijk Wisse. 
This organization has among its 
members renowned companies 
with a high reputation representing 
almost 2,400 large vessels. Most of 
these ships sail under the flag of the 
Netherlands. 


A big step for Aruba in the 
maritime sector is to activate 
the ship registry of Aruba. In the 
Kingdom there are three registries, 
being the Netherlands, Curaçao 


and one registry in Aruba, which 
for some reason is not active. The 
mission of minister Arends is to 
reactivate the register for Aruba, 
which is a Kingdome registry, and 
this is something for which KVNR 
showed interest, so that Aruba can 
develop this registry in a modern 
and efficient way. With this the 
maritime sector will be expanded, 
which will have a direct effect on 
Aruba’s economy because the 
ships on the ocean depend on 
logistics from land; logistics in the 
sense of materials and also various 
legal and financial aspects. 


Minister Arends indicated however 
that he requested to have the 
maritime sector in his ministry 
because it is a critical sector for 
Aruba, but sadly, not many people 
understand this, and for many 
years this sector was profoundly 
neglected. 
What’s 
regrettable 
about this is that the available 
resources are very limited, and in 
order to reactivate the sector, it will 
be necessary to work in a creative 


way. 


Part of the solution is for Aruba 
to work in cooperation with the 
other islands. Every island and 
the Netherlands will benefit from 
the ‘economics of scale’, which 
such a cooperation carries with it. 
This is why it’s very important that 
the 
havenmeester 
of 
Bonaire, 
Mr. Gunther Flanegin, facilitated 
this meeting and engaged also 
together 
with 
KVNR 
and 
the 
government of Aruba. 


During his visit at the Ocean 
Conference, 
minister 
Arends 
agreed with minister of Infrastructure 
and Water Management of the 
Netherlands, Mark Harbers, that 
Aruba will appreciate the sharing 
of know-how from the Netherlands 
on this field. Aruba is preparing the 
foundation for a strong maritime 
sector 
and 
is 
counting 
with 
cooperation of the Netherlands to 
achieve this.q

of ABC (Aruba, Bonaire 
and Curacao) is from the 
Cape 
Verdean 
Creole 
family 
(Cape 
Verdean 
language) and was taken 
to the Caribbean in the 
9th century by the Cape 
Verdeans of that time (lin- 
ings and slaves), experts 
in cane culture and sugar 
production, and who were 
hired by Jewish entrepre- 
neurs who went to invest in 
this business in the Caribbe- 
an. Cape Verdeans taught 
this 
pre-industrial 
revolu- 


tion 
technology 
(plant- 
ing cane and producing 
sugar, 
which 
they 
had 
learned from Madeirans) 
to slaves from other African 
regions, and did so in their 
language, 
Cape 
Verde 
Creole 
(Cape 
Verdean 
language) , hence the lan- 
guage implanted in Aruba, 
Bonaire and Curacao. 


Unlike 
many 
interesting 
stories, wanting to link Pa- 
piamento directly to Portu- 
guese, Galician or Castilian 
(see Papiamento, on Wiki- 
pedia - Portuguese version 


and Spanish version, where 
the Portuguese and Span- 
ish, each claim the direct 
origin of Papiamento), in 
fact, this is not true. Papia- 
mento is not direct from 
Portuguese, 
Galician 
or 
Castilian, it is from the Cape 
Verde Creole family (Cape 
Verdean language). You 
can see this bestwhen it's 
saying obscene words and 
offending someone, pre- 
cisely as they say today in 
both ABC and Cape Verde 
islands. The obscene words 
kept the original, had no 
lexical influence either from 
Castilian or Dutch. Also the 
PapiCristang of Malacca, 
the Patuá of Macau, and 
several creoles from the 
east (from Daman, Sri Lan- 
ka, Myanmar, Philippines, 
Indonesia) 
and 
Africa 
(Casamança, Guinea Bis- 
sau, Sierra Leone and Nige- 
ria, these last two releases 
to the English), all originat- 
ed in the Creole of Cabo 
Verde 
(Cape 
Verdean 


language), which was the 
French language spoken 
in Portuguese feitories on 
the coast of Africa (from 
Senegal to Sierra Leone), 
and which was taken east 
by the thousands of cable 
- Verdeans (linings and 
slaves, already Christian- 
ized and speaking Creole) 
who served as sailors and 
“slaves of arms′′ in Portu- 
guese caravels, demand- 
ing the east. I don't know 
why the official history of 
Portugal usually omits this 
fact, which is in the chron- 
icles 
of 
the 
quinrentist 
chroniclers, but which we 
never saw in the history 
of Portugal that we study 
from primary education to 
higher education. Howev- 
er, it has always been tried 
to deceive us, in colonial 
time, that we were descen- 
dants of Viriato (Iberian 
hero in the fight against the 
Romans) and the pastors of 
the Hermini Mountains, but 
not much speaking of our 


black-African ancestry. 


We Cape Verdeans un- 
derstand each other very 
well with these Antillans 
and Easterns, whose lan- 
guage is from the same 
Creole 
family 
of 
Cape 
Verde (Cape Verdean lan- 
guage), speaking their Cre- 
ole and we ours. Therefore, 
Papiamento, PapiCristang, 
PatuáMacaense and the 
creoles, said of Portuguese 
origin, Daman, India, Sri 
Lanka, Myanmar, some lo- 
cations in the Philippines 
and some places in Indone- 
sia, are creoles of the lan- 
guage family Cape Verde 
Creole 
(Cape 
Verdean 
language) and indirectly 
the 
Galaico-Duriense 
or 
Galaico-Portuguese, 
a 
language that the people 
spoke in Portugal in the 6th 
and 7th century.

What Medicare Part A's belly-up date 
means for you

At its current pace, Medi- 
care's Hospital Insurance 
trust fund will run out of 
money in 2028, according 
to the June 2022 Medicare 
trustees report. That's a 
two-year extension on the 
previous estimate, but ex- 
perts say it's still not good 
news, and the government 
needs to stop twiddling its 
thumbs. Here's what you 
should know. 
WHAT HAPPENS IF THE TRUST 
FUND IS DEPLETED? 
If the Medicare Hospital In- 
surance trust fund is deplet- 
ed, it doesn't mean Medi- 
care Part A will implode. 
But the program won't 
have enough revenues to 
cover all operating costs, 
by a shortfall of about 10% 
starting in 2029. 
"This part of the Medicare 
program won't be able to 
make payments to health 
care providers and health 
insurers that are due, and 
those payments will be- 
come increasingly delayed 
over time," says Matthew 
Fiedler, a senior fellow with 
the USC-Brookings Schaef- 
fer Initiative for Health Pol- 
icy. 
This backlog could result 
in a big financial shock to 
hospitals that rely on Medi- 
care revenues to operate. 
Ultimately, Fiedler says , 
"hospitals might rethink the 
extent to which they want 


to participate in the Medi- 
care program." 
It's important to understand 
that Medicare's Hospital In- 
surance trust fund doesn't 
finance all of Medicare — 
it funds Medicare Part A, or 
hospital insurance. Medi- 
care Part B, which cov- 
ers doctor's appointments 
and outpatient care, and 
Medicare Part D, which 
covers prescription drugs, 
are funded mainly out of 
patient premiums and the 
government's general rev- 
enues. 
WHAT ARE THE MOST LIKELY 
FIXES? 
There are several ways the 
government could handle 
the situation, from tweak- 
ing service coverage to 
redirecting revenues. Here 
are a few options: 
Move some Medicare Part 
A services to Part B 
Some experts have sug- 
gested that the govern- 
ment could shift some post- 
acute services — such as 
physical therapy or nursing 
management after a hos- 
pital stay — from Part A to 
Part B. 
"That makes the Part A trust 
fund look better, because 
you've taken some of the 
expenses off the books," 
says Dr. Mark McClellan , 
the Robert J. Margolis pro- 
fessor of business, medicine 
and policy at Duke Univer- 
sity, who holds a doctorate 
in economics. "But that's 


not really changing the 
overall cost or sustainability 
of the program." 
For Medicare beneficiaries, 
this change could mean 
that some post-acute ser- 
vices that are covered 
100% under Part A could 
be subject to the Part B 
deductible and 20% coin- 
surance, unless the ben- 
eficiary has a Medigap or 
Medicare Advantage plan 
that covers some costs. 
Modernize the Medicare 
drug benefit 
When Medicare Part D was 
introduced in 2006, there 
weren't as many expen- 
sive specialty drugs on the 
market. Today, the govern- 
ment foots the majority of 
the bill for high-cost drugs. 
Lowering drug costs and 
applying those savings to 
the Part A trust fund is an 
option. 
Current legislation in Con- 
gress would help Medicare 
beneficiaries spend less on 
prescription drugs and de- 
crease costs for specific 
high-cost drugs over time. 
"The Senate bill includes 
an important moderniza- 
tion of Medicare's drug 
benefit, to provide more 
comprehensive coverage 
for Medicare beneficiaries 
with high drug costs and to 
get Medicare's drug plans 
to negotiate more aggres- 
sively with drug manufac- 
turers," McClellan says.q

Aces wrap up No. 1 playoff seed with 
109-100 win over Storm

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With Watson on board, Browns bracing for more boos on road

BEREA, Ohio (AP) — The 
booing has begun, and 
it's only the preseason. The 
Cleveland Browns expect 
it to increase and intensify 
over the months ahead. 
Deshaun Watson is a tar- 
get, and so are his team- 
mates. As they prepare for 
Watson to be suspended 
by the NFL for violating its 
personal conduct policy, 
the Browns know they're 
probably going to be sub- 
jected to rougher and row- 
dier treatment from fans 
during road games this 
season. 
"It seems like more than 
ever, 'Cleveland against 
the world,'" All-Pro guard 
Joel 
Bitonio 
said 
Sun- 
day, repeating a popular 
phrase adopted in a city 
that has long felt like an un- 
derdog. "So we'll be ready 
for it." Watson was booed 
throughout his exhibition 
debut on Friday night in 
Jacksonville. There were 
some in the crowd at TIAA 
Bank Stadium who direct- 
ed profane chants at the 
controversial quarterback 
accused of sexual miscon- 
duct by two dozen women 
during massage therapy 
appointments in Texas. 
The three-time Pro Bowler 
for Houston is facing a pos- 
sible year-long ban and 
significant fine from the 
league, which appealed a 
six-game suspension hand- 
ed down by independent 
arbitrator Sue L. Robinson. 
Watson's 
playing 
status 
rests with Peter C. Harvey, 
appointed 
by 
Commis- 
sioner Roger Goodell to 
handle the appeal. Har- 
vey's decision could come 
any time or there could be 
a settlement between the 
NFL and NFL Players Asso- 
ciation. 
Watson, who hasn't spoken 
to reporters since June 14, 
apologized for the first time 
before Friday's game in an 
interview with the team's 
preseason TV crew. 
Bitonio was one of several 
starters who didn't play 
against the Jaguars. But 
while he watched from the 
sideline, Bitonio, who has 
seen plenty in his eight sea- 
sons with Cleveland, heard 
the noise. 


It was a preview of how this 
season will be. 
Watson showed some rust 
and maybe jitters in his first 
game in nearly 600 days — 
he sat out last season — by 
completing just 1 of 5 pass- 
es for 7 yards in three series. 


The 
shaky 
performance 
prompted questions about 
whether Watson was rat- 
tled by his unresolved situ- 
ation and uncertain future. 
"I haven't talked to him 
about that," Bitonio said. 
"I'm sure not playing football 


in however long it's been is 
probably a bigger concern. 
But the crowd was loud for 
a preseason game in Jack- 
sonville. They got pretty 
loud down there." The sta- 
dium was only half-full, so 
imagine what it will be like 
in Baltimore, Pittsburgh and 
Cincinnati, 
Cleveland's 
AFC North stops where the 
Browns were already the 
enemy before they traded 
for Watson under center. 
"I'm sure every stadium we 
go, we'll be booed," Bitonio 
said. "I don't know if it will 
get worse. I think people 
get tired of booing, you 
know? But I'm sure every 
time he goes out there, 
there'll be some sort of boo 
to start the game and we'll 
kind of go from there." 
Browns coach Kevin Stefan- 
ski doesn't have any plans 


to address what his team 
could be facing down the 
road — and on the road. 
"It's our job to focus on the 
things that are important 
in those game settings," 
he said. "We'd be doing 
ourselves a disservice if we 
focused on anything that 
people were saying about 
us before the game, during 
the game, after the game, 
those type of things." 
For the first time in camp 
on Sunday, Jacoby Bris- 
sett, who will start during 
Watson's suspension, took 
the majority of snaps with 
Cleveland's first-team of- 
fense. 
Brissett didn't play against 
the Jaguars and Stefanski 
said he'll also sit out Sun- 
day's home game against 
the Philadelphia Eagles.q
